Who did 
not like blasting Space Invaders, 
being a *Defender* against invading 
landers turning our human into mu- 
tants , blow apart a Centipede or eat 
monsters with your Pac-Man? There 
are several ways to play classic 
video games : 

1) Plug & Play systems. Pharmacies, 
department stores and electronics 
boutiques carry retro video game 
console emulators pre-loaded with 
tons of classic titles . Some that 
we recommend are : 

o Atari Flashback 6 
o Sega Genesis 2 
o ColectoVision 
o Intellivision 
o Game Gear hand-held 

The Game Gear title is notable be- 
cause it has an SD slot. A person 
can actually download Sega Genesis 
ROMS from the internet, transfer the 
ROMs to SD card media, and play the 
games directly. Theoretically, you 
can have hundreds of games on a card 
and play all the titles you enjoyed 
as a tot. 

2 ) Emulators . The aforementioned ROM 
files are exact copies of classic 
video game cartridges . To play the 
classic games, you need two com- 
ponents : the ROM and an emulator . A 
ROM is the game, the emulator is a 
program that behaves like a system, 
and can interpret the ROM. 

You can find emulators throughout 
the clearnet. Here are the names of 
some systems and the emulator that 
best mimicks each: 

o Atari: Stella 3 
o Intellivision: Bliss 
o ColecoVision Blue MSX 



o Nintendo NES : NEStopia 
o Sega Genesis, Game Gear, Master 
System, Sega CD: Fusion 
o Arcade : MAME 
o Super Nintendo: SNES9X 
o TurboGraf-X 16: DPCE 

Once you have your desired emulator 
program, you can now search for ROM 
files for your favorite games . To 
give a gift to a fan of the classic 
games, fill a CD with an emulator 
and all kinds of ROMs and surprise 
her on Christmas or Hannukah! 

3) Retro Games of Retro Games. A 
few such titles are on consoles . 
Playstation 1 has a title called 
ATARI 80 CLASSICS. The program is 
an Atari emulator and 80 ROMs. It 
is also available for Windows PC . 
You can play these on the platform 
you prefer. In fact, if you are a 
Windows user, there is a PlaySta- 
tion emulator called ePSXe. If you 
acquire the Playstation disc, you 
can play it on a PC with Windows . 
not only that, what is more amazing 
is since each game is included on 
the CD as an exact copy of an orig- 
inal cartridge, those files can be 
copied and played on the Stella 3 
emulator ! 

There is a nice Activision collec- 
tion on Game Boy Advance . And if 
all those systems are just too new 
f angled for you, thre ' s one other 
option : 

4) Buy a classic system! 

eBay and Amazon are good starting 
points, but there are sites like 
http://tradengames.com that sell 
retro systems and games. Social 
media has game commerce threads 
with some really rare finds . Why 
not re-introduce that hardcore game 
player with an original NES or an 
Atari 7800?

Kwanzaa is a made-up holiday. You 
will probably say, "All holidays are 
made up; they're not found in na- 
ture." Okay, Dr. Sheldon Cooper. I 
get it. But read along this path of 
discovery, and you'll learn, unless 
you already know, that Kwanzaa is a 
holiday without any historical or 
religious significance, the way all 
other holidays are. In fact, it is 
a fake . 

The majority of American people, not 
taught the origins of Kwanzaa, are 
led to believe that it's an African 
traditional celebration that just so 
happens to fall around Christmas. 

Not surprising; it's an assumption 
people are intentionally led to be- 
lieve by omission of facts . And its 
celebrants will advance the lie out- 
rightly. The official Kwanzaa web 
site; http : //www. off icialkwanzaa 
website . org/ 

describes the holiday as "an [al- 
leged] African American and Pan-Afri- 
can holiday celebrated by millions 
throughout the world African commun- 
ity." This is a lie. If you visit 
an average traditional African town 
and say, "Happy Kwanzaa", they will 
look at you, perplexed, and answer, 
"What are you talking about?" For 
it is not celebrated traditionally 
by the African community, although 



some of Kwanzaa 's customs have been 
reappropriated from various harvest 
customs in Africa, allegedly. 

Actually, even the customs, as every 
aspect of this holiday, finds its 
origin somewhere outside Africa. 

The name "Kwanzaa" , and the names of 
its seven tenets , are not tradition- 
al African words , but Swahili . The 
word "kwanza" means "first fruits" 
in Swahili. Its creator added an A 
after the end for no particular rea- 
son . 

More on the holiday itself; Kwanzaa 
isn't best understood without first 
getting to know its inventor: Ron 
Everett. That's his real name. He 
is known as Dr. Maulena Karenga now, 
and Ron Karenga in 1966, the year he 
invented the holiday. Confused yet? 
Karenga is a racist and a Marxist 
statist who, like the Grinch, hated 
Christmas. Except, his heart never 
grew three sizes that day. His hate 
for white people hardened him to the 
point that he regarded Christmas as 
a white person's holiday. 

There ' s a lot to cover in the True 
History of Kwanzaa, but it's time to 
stop a minute and reflect on some- 
thing: Christmas is the celebration 
of the birth of Jesus Christ, whose 
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( DEPICTED: Maulena Karenga, the inventor of Kwanzaa ) 




birth was in order to, as Christians 
believe, save ALL OF MANKIND. Jesus 
didn't come to save the whites only, 
or some of mankind . He wasn ' t even 
a Caucasian himself; He was Hebrew. 

Back to Professor Karenga... that's 
right: he's a professor residing at 
California State University. When 
you know more about Karenga, the 
fact that he teaches college stu- 
dents is yet another example on the 
pile of proof that college is one of 
America's biggest rip-offs. 

Karenga is your typical 1960s racist 
black activist. He's a proponent 
of racial segregation who not only 
invented a racist holiday, he formed 
his own Black Panthers style racist 
organization called United Slaves, 
or US . Their slogan was , "Anywhere 
we are, US is." (I hope he's not a 
professor of English.) The organi- 
zation was cult-like. 

For all Karenga 's hatred for white 
people and Jews , his hatred for the 
rival racist group the Black Pan- 
thers was just as bitter; they were 
like rival gangs. Karenga was an 
extremely violent and sadistic per- 
son, but for all his racism, all of 
the violence he inflicted was on 
black people . 

The tensions between Black Panthers 
and US reached its boiling point 
when each group wanted its own thug 
to be the new Afro-American studies 
center president. The rivals were 
brought together by the Black Stu- 
dent Union to resolve their differ- 
ences . The Panthers hurled many 
verbal personal attacks on Karenga, 
and after the meeting, two of his 
followers, the Stiner Brothers, 
tracked down two Panthers after the 
meeting and shot them dead. There 
was a wave of violence between them 
that followed. 

Karenga grew increasingly paranoid, 
even imagining that his own follow- 
ers were trying to assassinate him. 
In June 1970, the founder of Kwan- 
zaa tortured two followers of his 



own cult, Gail Davis and Deborah 
Jones . Jones was high-ranking in 
the cult, coronated by Karenga as an 
"African Queen" . He accused them of 
of trying to poison his food and 
water and demanded they hand over 
the poison. When they didn't (be- 
cause there was none) , he forced the 
two women to strip naked, whereupon 
he beat them both with a baton and 
an electrical cord. They were bru- 
tally tortured in various other ways 
including, but not limited to tight- 
ening the toe of one of them in a 
vice, using a hot soldering iron to 
burn their face and mouth, and force 
feeding laundry detergent to them. 
Happy Kwanzaa! 

Karenga served four or five years in 
prison for his sadistic acts which 
wouldn ' t cause #BlackLivesMatter or 
Planned Parenthood to bat an eye, 
because only *some* black lives mat- 
ter, and only *some* misogamy ex- 
ists (and usually the only misogamy 
that exists to Planned Parenthood 
doesn't really exist!) This is the 
kind of either violations that the 
statist left wouldn't have a problem 
with. Karenga would make the KKK 
either proud or jealous. 

In a Kwanzaa miracle, the court's 
transcripts are somehow gone ! The 
coverage on the trial were limited 
to three small LA Times blurbs deep- 
ly buried. 

While in prison for torture, the New 
York Times wrote a glowing article 
on his holiday, the first exposure 
to Kwanzaa that real people got (if 
you consider New York Times readers 
real people) . This was Christmas 
Eve, 1971, with Karenga just recent- 
ly convicted. Not as much as a 
Kwanzaa miracle than the Times ' typ- 
ical deception, no mention of this 
was found in the article . But then 
16-year-old and already a racist and 
anti-Semite A1 Sharpton glowingly 
proclaimed how Kwanzaa will right- 
fully commence the "De-whitizing of 
Christmas", sharing the folly that 
Christmas is somehow a "white-only" 
holiday . 




Examining the Kwanzaa traditions , an 
investigator discovers conflicts be- 
tween Kwanzaa and the traditions it 
purports to reflect. For instance, 
it was intentionally placed the day 
after Christmas as a way to replace 
Christmas as an alternative. But 
when challenged, he said that it is 
all coincidence; it just happens to 
fall on the African "first fruits" 
harvest. The problem with this 
explanation is that in Africa this 
occurs in the fall, a few months be- 
fore Kwanzaa. Even Better Homes and 
Gardens helpfully omits anything re- 
lated to the true nature of Kwanzaa; 
the web site actually asks in its 
article on Kwanzaa History & Tra- 
dition, "Does it replace Christmas?" 
If you read the article, the ques- 
tion is left unanswered. Maybe the 
"yes" answer was too inconvenient? 

The seven days of Kwanzaa (the last 
day is New Years ' Day) each has a 
Swahili name. By the way, Swahili 
wasn ' t a traditional spoken language 
in Africa until imperialist times . 
Some of the days have Marxist or ra- 
cist undertones, including "Umoja" : 
(racial) unity, "Ujima" : collective 
work and responsibility, and also 
"Ujamma" : co-operative economics. 

The Kwanzaa "Menorah" , like every- 
thing in the holiday, is also stolen 
from non-African traditions . The 
real Menorah, of course, is based on 
Hannukah, a Holy day of historical, 
cultural and religious significance. 
In Kwanzaa, however, it is just a 
stolen tradition that means nothing 
other than counting Kwanzaa ' s seven 
days. And, naturally, there is the 
gift-giving, which is based on the 
three gifts of the Magi to Christ. 
Again, any historical or religious 
context is not existent in Kwanzaa; 
it's just another thing stolen from 
a holiday it was created to replace . 

It was designed to replace Christmas 
but it's celebrated by few. Only 2 
million Americans celebrated it at 
its peak, and Americans are the ma- 
jority of its practitioners. Pro- 
fessor Karenga claims an unverified 



statistic that 28 million people 
practice Kwanzaa, though there's as 
much real statistical information to 
his claim as there is that he was 
being dive-bombed in his cell- one 
of his many delusions . 

None of the history of Kwanzaa is 
authentic . Even the corn exchange 
on the first day is supposed to be 
a Mexican maize corn that didn ' t 
exist in Africa until Europeans im- 
ported it from the Americas . 

So there is the history of Kwanzaa . 
It would make a pretty disturbing 
Charlie Brown special . To summarize 
for those just skimming or who like 
organized summations: 

1) Kwanzaa has no African historical 
or religious significance. 

2) It was invented in America in the 
year 1966 by a racist, to cele- 
brate the black race . 

3) Kwanzaa was invented for racist 
reasons to achieve a racist end. 

4) All of Kwanzaa 's traditions were 
stolen from somewhere else. 

5) Kwanzaa is a protest of Christmas 
although it stole traditions from 
Christmas and Channukah. 

6) Its founder is not only a racist, 
he is anti-Semitic, violent, de- 
lusional and Marxist. 

7) Karenga, Kwanzaa 's inventor, was 
convicted of torturing women. As 
a form of justice, he now has a 
High-ranking position at Cali- 
fornia State University. The 
university officially refused to 
answer statements as to why it 
thinks its students should feel 
safe in his presence. 

LiberTORian and other libertarians 
don ' t care if you celebrate a made 
up racist holiday like Kwanzaa. . . 
we just want you to know its actual 
story. Since the truth about Kwan- 
zaa is intentionally overlooked by 
most media, and web sites that pub- 
lish the facts are disappearing, it 
is important that history be pre- 
served. I'll speak truth to power 
wherever people try giving it equal 
footing with real holidays. ( (L) ) 
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Since this is our Christmas issue, 
and since LiberTORian wanted to pro- 
vide analysis of movies and TV, this 
article seemed appropriate since its 
content is about toys, movies, and 
libertarian themes all at once. The 
following article kills all three 
birds with one typewriter.

*The Lego Movie* is about a Lego 
minifigure named Emmet, who is the 



least creative, least original per- 
son in the Lego universe. The story 
begins when he gets mixed up with 
those trying to restore the social 
order. The Lego multi verse is under 
the tyranny of President Business, 
the President of the entire world 
and the Octan fuel corporation. At 
first glance, one may suspect that 
this movie is going to be an anti- 
all businesses, anti-oil company 
movie. Fox News Channel jumped on 
this bandwagon, but it's not another 
Anti-capitalist film aimed at child- 
ren. In fact, it's just the oppo- 
site . 

President Business isn't thought of 
as a businessman as much as a con- 
trol crazed statist. According to 
the history of the Lego Multiverse 
as told by the female Lego Master 
Builder and rebel Wyldstyle (I had 
to look up the spelling to ensure 
accuracy) , the Multiverse was once a 
libertarian society. Everyone was 
free to build whatever they wanted. 
President Business was confused by 
his perception of free building as 
disorder, so he drafted the greatest 
Master Builders to design the world 
for him. Everyone had to build ex- 
actly as the instructions the Master 
Builders created drew up. 

It's a model of communism: all work 
if for the good of the state. There 
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Emmet is The Lego Movie's unlikely hero. With no creative talent of his own, 
he gets mixed up in the Lego Master Builders ' struggle for freedom when he gets 
a red piece stuck to his back, the piece that can foil President Business. The 
Master Builders now think he's special... and maybe he is! 



is no room for individual creativity 
at all. Entrepreneurship grinds to 
a standstill and the soul is sucked 
out of humanity as one's self-worth 
is tied to her value to the state. 

The Master Builders were the privil- 
eged class, as they got to design 
the world, but again, it's only done 
for the state. The rest of society 
was to mold the Lego Multi verse into 
the image President Business saw 
fit .

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The movie's anti-authoritarian theme 
is presented early in the movie . As 
Emmet wakes up to a typical day in 
Lego City, his universe in the Lego 
Multi verse, he picks up his list of 
instructions . These are the rules 
that all Lego minifigures are to 
live by. Some mock consumer culture 
such as "buy overpriced coffee" . 
Others are general rules to achieve 
conformity without murmuring. 

Lenin said, "The quickest and easi- 
est way to undermine a culture is 
through its music . " Look at the 
Western world today and compare it 
to its music of the last generation 
and you'll see how accurate he was. 
The one song that everyone listens 
to in *The Lego Movie* ALL THE TIME 
on the "approved" radio station is, 
"Everything Is Awesome". In 2014, 
you couldn't escape this song. When 
I heard it, my family didn't see the 
movie yet, but already I thought, "I 
bet that, judging by these lyrics, 
this is a propaganda song in the mo- 
vie . " And it was . The meaning be- 
hind the chorus is apparent: 

fl Everything is awesome fl 
n Everything is cool when you're 
part of a team 
fl Everything is awesome fl 
n When you ' re living our dream n 

"Our" refers to President Business 
and his bureaucratic authority. He 
even has "micromanagers" working for 
him: Black AT-ST-looking constructs 



which restore to order anything that 
deviates from the instructions . The 
Micromanagers also capture Master 
Builders . 
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Just to let you know, this movie is 
also very hilarious . The humor is 
clean, but written at a very adult 
level. If you enjoy such adult ani- 
mation such as *Regular Show* , you 
will enjoy this. There is plenty of 
pop culture humor, but done in such 
a way that it doesn't date itself so 
quickly. It's also not obnoxious 
like in *Alladin* or other Disney or 
Dreamworks animations . You won ' t 
feel treated like a child.

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A live action sequence occurs toward 
the end of the movie, and we learn 
that the entire plot of the movie is 
the child playing out the adventure . 
The child's father is played by Will 
Farrell. Just a bonus. Just like 
President Business, he becomes frus- 
trated when the child takes apart 
his sets and rebuilds them into very 
imaginative creations . The father 
cannot see the originality of his 
work; mirroring the conflict Emett 
is playing out. The story becomes 
very allegorical from here on as the 
viewer connects the parallels in all 
the events thus far. It's as re- 
warding as *The Sixth Sense* with a 
lot more rewatchability , as you find 
all the connections in all the plot 
subtleties the next time around. 

There ' s social satire . One Universe 
called Cloud CuukooLand is a color- 
ful anarchist haven where negativity 
is forbidden. Its curator Unikitty 
unleashes a barrage of restrictions. 
Wyldstyle replies, "you said, 'no', 
like 100 times." 

That's it, and it's not preachy! In 
summary. The Lego Movie: satirical, 
pro-creativity, anti-statist, go and 
see it! You won't be let down. ( (L) ) 
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* WHAT IS HANNUKAH? 

Hannukah (also spelled Channukah) is 
"The Festival of Lights." Hannukah 
is actually a minor holiday in the 
Jewish tradition, but prominence for 
it has grown as it's in the Christ- 
mas shopping season and the exchange 
of gifts is involved. 

Hannukah ' s originates during the 
rule of Antiochus IV, who began to 
oppress the Jewish people. Two fac- 
tions united to overthrow Antiochus 
and the Greeks : the Chasidim and a 
group under Judah Maccabee and his 
father. The Jews wanted to rededi- 
cate their temple by concentrating 
it with oil , but only enough oil 
was required to light the menorah 
(with only one candle) for one 
night. Through a miracle, the one 
day supply lasted eight nights, 
long enough to produce a new supply 
and so it was the first Hannukah. 

Every year since then, the Jewish 
people commemorated the miracle . 

This year, Hannukah begins on De- 
cember 7th and lasts until the 14th 
of December. Like all Jewish holi- 
days , Hannukah begins at sundown of 
the night before the holiday, so 
the festivities begin at sundown on 
Sunday, the 6th, 2015. Next year, 
it begins on Christmas eve and runs 
until New Year's Day, 

* HANNUKAH TRADITIONS: 



1) Light Hannukah candles. 

The Menorah now has nine candles , 
with a "Shammus" candle in the mid- 
dle . Celebrants light this candle 
then use it to light one candle for 
each night so far, beginning one the 
right side . A Hebrew prayer accom- 
panies the lighting of each candle . 
The candles must burn on their own 
for at least 1/2 hour after sunset. 
On Shabbot (Sabbath) , candles may 
not be blown out, and so must be 
able to burn 1/2 hour on their own 
before they self-extinguiseh, or not 
be lit at all. 

2) There is no 2. 

Although there are no other rituals 
that go with Hannukah, gift-giving, 
the dreidel , and music and food are 
also associated with the holiday. 

* HANNUKAH FOOD 

What else is oil used for? Frying 
food! And so fried food is part of 
the Hannukah feast, to celebrate oil 
in every way! And the ultimate of 
these fried foods : latkes , or to the 
Gentiles , potato panackes . highly 
recommended. to eat them makes you 
want to be Jewish! You can find all 
kinds of traditional latke recipes 
on clearnet. 

Dairy foods like Blintzes and cheese 
cake are popular, harkening back to 
the story of Judith, who used cheese
